” - fins, and for obtaining the good things we ; 
and in need of; and again, on the other 
hand, that it is moſt highly difingenuous 
and unworthy, for thoſe to whom multi- 
tudes of ineſtimable bleſſings have been 
_ wouchſafed, not to make their hearty re- 
turn of unfeigned thanks for them. And 
indeed ſuch indiſpenſable obligations we all 
are under, thus to pay our devotions con- 
tinually to Almighty God, that they have 
ever been held a neceſſary and eſſential _ 
part of religion, whether amongſt Heathens, 
jews, or Chriſtians ®, 5 
Even amongſt the firſt of them are 
not wanting inſtances of ſuch, as though 
guided by the dim light of nature, would 
not undertake any buſineſs of importance,

aloud, and he ſhall hear my voice. 80 
Daniel kneeled upon his knees three times 
a day, and prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God d.

that e VEVEWY GLYAIGY, from antient times, 
or the primitive generations, Moſes hath 
them that preach him, in every city, 
being read in the ſynagogues every ſab- 
bath day: for according to theſe words, 
they ſeem not only to have had ſyna-

' Jeruſalem alone there were four hundred 
ſynagogues : which ſhews the great zeal 
. and concern that people then had for the 
'  ewvorſhip of God. EH 
And fince the publication of our reli- 
ul gion, not only the diſciples of our Sa- 
viour, but our Lord himfelf, the bleſs 
ſed: Author of it, was fingularly obſer- 
vant of this duty : who not only roſe 
up a great while before day to pray a, 
but withdrew and prayed, once at leaſt, 
a whole night together b, falling upon bis 
face and praying e, praying three times, 
and ſaying the ſame words d; and in his 
' agony prayed more earneſtly, till in his 
great zeal he fell into a ſweat, and that 
no common ſweat, but ſuch as became 
lite drops of blood falling down to the 
ground: and not only left his own exam

they flood in need of : and this from day 
to day f; and, in the.

And how can any, who 
profeſs themſeFoes Chriſtians, think to ex- 
cuſe themſelves, if they follow not ſuch 
glorious examples, as opportunities offer 
tbemſelues?

ture and diſpofition for devotion, as that 
we may readily betake ourſelves thereto 
upon all occaſions ; that if we labour under 
temptations, or be encompaſſed with griefs 


and ſorrows, or be expoſed to fears and 
dangers, or have unhappily fallen into any 
fin, or upon any other emergency, we may 
preſently make our application to our 


mighty Saviour aud Deliverer ; and on the 
other hand, when we have been made par- 


takers of any fingular bleſſings, we may joy- 


fully return him our moſt hearty praiſe and 
 thankſgivings. Conſonantly to this ſenſe, it 


is ſaid of the righteous, 7. e. the good and 


charitable man, that he is ever merciful 
and lendetha ; becauſe he is always in- 
clined to it, whenever be has ability, and 


meets with a fit opportunity, and a proper 


object of his kindneſs. So ſhould awe all be 


always in a preparation for this moſt ne- 


ceſſary duty, that upon every proper occaſion 
for it, we may not be backward, in pour= 


ing forth our ſouls to the God of our ſal- 
vation, We muſt . continually remember 


ourſeFoes, as under his good providence, 


| and fly to him for ſhelter and aſſiſtunce in

all our ſtreigbts and dangers, and for a 


ſupply of the good things be ſees to be ne- 


ceſſary for us. Clemens Alexandrinus 
affirms, that it ſome appoint certain de- 


terminate hours for prayer, the third for 


inſtance, the ſixth, and the ninth; the 


knowing man, that is, the good Chriſti- 
an,. the perſon of attainment in religion 


and virtue, Tap' oAov evytrai + Boy, prays 


all his life long, haſtening to be preſent 


with God by prayerz. And this perhaps 
might be our Saviour's intent in St. Luke b, 


where he directs to pray, & wart Nag, 


at every ſeaſon: which phraſe, conſidered 


with reſpect to the context, may yet pofſi- 
bly mean, upon every appearance of dan- 


ger : for thus muſt the pious Chriſtian be 


diſpoſed to ſue to God at all times, by 


 ſhewing himſelf ready to do it, whenſoever 
be ſees a ſuitable opportunity, and a pro- 
per occaſion for his prayers; following the 
direction of St. Paul e: Be careful for 
nothing; but in every thing by prayers 
and ſupplications, with thankſgivings let 


your requeſts be made known unto God. 


And again, d Pray always, or upon every

with all prayer and ſupplication in the 
ſpirit, and watching thereunto with all 
perſeverance. Agreeably hereto, amongſt 
the fragments of the anſwers aſcribed to 


1 Polycarp by Feuardentius a, we read, 
* the Apoſtle St. Paul ſays, I die daily; 
whereas it is impoſſible that a man ſhould 


every day die a death, by which this life is 


ended at once; but becauſe he was con- 
tinvally prepared to lay down his life for 


the Goſpel, in this ſenſe he profeſſed him- 


ſelf to die daily. And thus muſt we al! 
be ſure to pray always, by having got our 
hearts into ſuch a ſerious and devout diſ- | 
poſition, as that we may be fit to make our 
ſupplications to Almighty God upon every 


incitement to it, in all conditions, and at 


all hours and. ſeaſons, when matters and 
circumſtances call for it. 


In the ſecond place, ſuch a di [pefition of 


| mind, as this, will put us upon ſrequent cja- 


culations and earneſt addreſſes to God upon 


all accidents; that when we cannot be at 


liberty to ſequeſter ourſelves from our 


worldly affairs, ve nevertheleſ intermix 
ſuch holy petitions to heaven with them, as

the circumſtances of time, and place, and © 
 bufineſs, will admit of. A very little re- 
collection will enable the devout petitioner, 
to ſend up his ſoul in pious thoughts 
and ſupplications, when poſſibly he has 
not a minute wholly at his command 
from ſuch avocations as are not to be 
avoided : and a right temper of mind 
for prayer will make him very careful, 
not to let flip any ſuch little convent- 
ence for it, Thoug ; e cannot always al- 
low himſelf to ſet apart a ſpace for longer 
and more deliberate* prayers, he cannot 
Jail of ſuch intermiſfions in his uſual 
employment, whatever it be, as may 
ſuffice for the darting up 5 ame good 
wiſhes, and ſome very fervent, tho brief, 
requeſts to the throne of grace; and may 
fo ſanctiſy bis worldly bufineſs, by the in- 
termixture of ejaculatory ſupplications, 
as may teſtify his continual ſenſe of God's 
ſovereignty ever him, his goodneſs to 
bim, and the great need be flands in of 
his mercy. Be bis occaſions ever ſo 
urgent, they cannot prevent his finding 
out ſome moments, wherein * utter now 
and anon a fious requeſt for a bleſ- 
ing upon what be is about, for pardon

of his fins, the affiſtance of the Holy 
Spirit, or other good things either for 
himfelf or others. If we be not wanting 
| fo ourſelves, we may be perſuaded, as 
Clemens Alex. ſpeaks, a that God is al- 
ways with us; may praiſe him, when 
at the plough ; and ſing hymns to him, 
whilſt under fail : and may at every turn 
breathe forth ſome devout and holy re- 
queſts to God for what we want, a re- 
turn of praiſe and thankſgivings for 


what we have received, or a penitential 


OY ſigh or petition upon reflection on our 


ins. Whilſt we are at ſtudy, at work, 
at our meals, or lying down, or riſing up, 
are. going forth, or returning home, are 
buyins or ſelling, or otherwiſe taking 
care, either of ourſelves or others; 
where-ever we be, or however employed, 
it will Oe no impediment to any 7, 1 
concerns, will obſtruct none of our diſigus, 
will take us off from no buſmeſs, nor 
2 coſt us any pains, to lift up our 
eyes and our hearts to God, and 10 
beg of him, that he will be graciouſly 
pleaſed to relieve us in all diffcul-

whatſoever belongs to us. It will be no 
interruption to our 8 for any 
of us to cry, The Lord be merciful to 
me, a ſinner, upon a thought of his own 
 unworthineſs; The Lord bleſs and proſper . 
me, when engaged in any important de- 
 fign; The Lord fave me, when in any 
fear or danger; The Lord deliver me, 
when under any calamity; The Lord 
ſtrengthen and aſſiſt me, when aſſaulted 
with a temptation ; The Lord be praiſed, 
for ,any mercies received; The Lord give 
me patience, when under any croſſes and 
diſappointments; The Lord direct me, 
when on any difficulty ; The Lord ex- 
tricate me, when fears and ſerrows, grief 
and anguiſh, ſnares and miſchief, have 
taken kold of him. This is to fray ſine 
azmine verborum, as Tertullian expreſſes 
it a, without a train or retinue of words; 
and yet is an addreſs well-fleaſing to God: 
and theſe and the like are ſo many ſeveral 
occaſions fer the ſeriouſly diſpoſed Chriſtian 


to have his ſoul mount up towards heaven 


1 
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in ſome ſuch holy refletions and defires, 
as theſe' I have inſtanced in; which as 
bey are no way troubleſome and uneaſy, 
| Jbecauſe they are the genuine effeft of a 


truly pious temper of mind, ſo do they 
' tend very much to animate and enliven 


dur endeavours, and to make them the 
more ſucceſsful, and are that ſort of 
* prayers, in which we may be, above all 
others, moſt inceſſant: or if theſe appli- 
cations be ſomewhat longer than here 
ſpecified, yet, if made in proper vacancies, 
and when other engagements give way for 


them, I can ſee no manncr of objettion 


| againſt them. 


Nor is this only a ſacrifice highly ac- 
 Ceptable to Almighty God, but likewiſe 
ſuch as, if duly attended to, would prove 
' fingularly uſeful and beneficial to our- 


ſelves ; inaſmuch as, did we but upon 


L all occaſions thus apply to Ged for bis 


Frotection and help ; had we but ſome 
g:0d ejaculations in our mouths, as ſoon 
as we awake in the morning, and again, 
| when we ariſe out of our beds; and at 
nigbit awhen we firſt lie down, and again, 
when we compoſe ourſelves to flleep ; 


and throughout the day did we dart up

| fo excite us to it, did we but Follow 


Biſhop Taylor's advice , and in few 
words call upon God whenever we bear 
the clock flrike, or as much oftner as we 


pleaſe; beſides that this would be a very 
proper method for obtaining God's ble. 
ing upon ourſelves, and whatſoever be- 
longs to us, I can moreover of any 
one, it would be found extremely 

tageous, both for encouraging us in a con- 


tinual dependence upon God, and fo far 
eaſing us in a great meaſure of the cares. © 
and troubles, croſſes and vexations of this 
life, and farther for reminding us 7 God's 


omnipreſence, to whom we thus *adareſs 


ourſelves ; and hence for ſpurri ng us on 10 
the performance of our duty in general, 

| by engaging us to behave our ſelves con- 

tinually, as in his fight, 

Net are not theſe ſufficient of themſek: es 

to anfiver our obligations to the duty I am 


bere recommending ; but, in the third place, 
beſides theſe frequent ejaculatory addreſſes 
1% our good and gracias God, we e muff

be ſure to have alſo our fixed and ſlated 
times of prayer. And the truth 1s, our 
\ moſt proper method of worſhipping God 
1s in our fet and more ſolemn devot ions, 

oben we retire from the world, and 
come into God's more immediate preſence, 
0 four out our complaints before him, 
and to ſhew him of our trouble, to de- 
2 Clare our wants, confeſs our fins, implore 
bis pardon and forgiveneſs, and the affi- 
 Rancd of bis Holy Spirit to overcome them, 
0 praiſe him for bis goodneſs, and to in- 
tercede alſo for others befide ourſelves. 
' - } Thus are we continually to make prayers, 
ſupplications, interceſſions, and giving 
thanks for all men; for ourſelves, and 
all that need our prayers, whereby to re- 
Commend us and them to the divine bene- 
 feicence, and by a ſacred intercourſe with 
heaven, to bring down moſt ineflimable 
' bleſſings upon us. And here it is to be 
. obſerved, that, „„ 
I. We are every day thus to approach 
' the throne of Grace, as the Chriſtians 
did in St. Cyprian's time; of whom he 
' profeſſes, that they would not fail to of- 
Jer up their . requeſts to Almighty God, 
that his Grace and good Spirit might be

&c. We beg that we, who are ſanctifi- 


ed by baptiſm, may perſevere as we have 


begun; this we daily pray for, for we 
have need of daily ſanctifcation, that 


ſince we every day offend, we may alſo 
purge away our offences by an every day's 
ſanctification. And again, b We exhort 
with all the earneſtneſs we can, that 


we never ceaſe to join together with all 


the people in faſtings, watchings, and 
prayers. Let us diligently perſiſt in our 
daily groans, and often repeated ſollici- 
tations; for theſe are our heavenly armour, 
which enables us to ſtand and perſevere ' 
courageouſly ; theſe are our ſpiritual 


defence, and the divine weapons which 


protect us. Let us therefore be mind- 


ful of each other, let us agree toge-

prayer. And the ſame advice that is here 
| given by theſe great men to their contem- 


poraries, give me leave to recommend here, 


to the well-diſpoſed Chriſtian reader; That 
be certainly take care to allot ſome part of 

each day, for the performance of ſo ne- 
ceſſary and ſo weighty a duty. A duty, 
| that is to be diligently attended to, and 
. with all the ſeriouſneſs and compoſure of 
mind that may be; and for which wwe 
ought therefore fo have certain determi- 
nate times, wherein to withdraw from 
our ſecular employments, that we may be 
 whelly at liberty to plead with our God, 
and importunately ſollicit his favour : which 
unleſ we do every day, the intervals 


and chaſms betwixt our devotions will 


be fo large, that they can no longer be 


| ſaid to be, as the Apoſile 2 they

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"ſhould be, without ceaſing a. How: much 
F each day is to be fet apart by every one, 
for this purpoſe, cannot be determined 


by any general rule, becauſe of the great 


variety of perſons circumſtances, and manner 
of living; their health, their _—_ 1 
the difficulties they have to ſtruggle with, 


and the time that is taken up by them ; ſome * 


having far more leiſure at their command 


than others, and the very ſame perſon ; 


not finding himſelf always in the ſame 
difpofition for prayer, nor having always. 


the fame occafion, nor the ſame opportu-- 
nities for it. However, ſo much of our 


time we _ from common 


| uſe, as that the duty may be performed | 
af leaſt twice every day. Thoſe, whoſe ' | 
occaſions well permit them, may do it 
oftener : but every one ſhould be ſure to 


do it thus often, 


This, I think, may more than proba- 


bly be inferred from thoſe ſacrifices, which 


were offered under the law ; which being 


repeated twice every day, were therefore 


called vnn ro, the continual burnt offer- 


ing: b Now. this is that which thou .

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ſhalt offer upon the altar ; two lambs of 
the firſt year, day. by day continually ; the 


one lamb thou ſhaltoffer in the morning, 
and the other lamb thou ſhalt offer in the 
even; and this ſhall be your continual 
burnt offering =. For ſo it follows in ver. 


42. Now I cannot ſee, how our ſervices 


can in lite manner ag ſaid' to be continual, 
if we be not at leaſ# as conſtant in them, 
as the Jews were in their oblations. And 
perhaps one reaſon, why it is not more 


particularly decided in the New Teſta- 


ment, how often in a day God expects 
1 this duty from us, might be, becauſe theſe 
1 ſacrifices being ſpecial types of our Saviour 
] and his worſhip, might ſeem ſufficient to 
inform us, that nothing lefs than this will 
be accepted under the Goſpel. But whether 


this be ſo or not, it is certain, their at- 


tendance both at the temple and ſynagogue ; 


av1ll ſhamefully reproach us, if . 
dea our not to. anſwer it in the frequency 


F our Chriſuan ſacrifices, the calves of 


our lips.

Till wwe have again recommended our ſelves 
to his protection; beſcecbing bim, of his in- 
finite goodneſs, to preſerve us from the 
many dangers, whereto we lie expoſed. 
Neitber can we hope, by any contrivance 
we can poſſibly pitch upon, to ſecure our- 
| ſelves from evils and misfortunes, or pro- 
ceed in our employments, better than if 
we continually both begin and end the * > 
with our devotions. 
And if we but a little conſult the wri- 
tings of ſome of the antient Chriſtians, we 
ſhall find, that they from time to time re- 
commend the ſame practice to us. 
2 Clemens Alexandrinus mentions it as 
the uſe in bis days, to pray, and read, and

ut that tegether with this, they might 
have an opportunity of praying to God, 
and receiving the Sacrament ; of which 
they were ſo earneſtly deſirous, that when 
the Emperor Trajan prohibited their meet- 
ing to this . they were not how- 
ever diſcourage but would come together 
early 'm the morning, even before it was 
day, as both the younger Pliny e, and after 
him Tertullian f teſtify, to name no more, 
| They knew that God had required them to 
be 3 ollicitors to him for his fa- 
2 and loving kindneſs, and according- 
ty they would be ſure, as at other times, 
% more eſpecially on his own day, 10 
accoſt him with their petitions : and /0 
muſt we too; we muſt be peculiarly 


obſervant of theſe . times of devo-

of frayer. Nor is this all, but farther, 


| Thirdly, in ſuch places, where God is 
pleaſed to vouchſafe us other opportuni- 
ties for publick prayer and thankſgiving, 
| wwe may juſtly conclude, that he looks we 
eould by no means flight or negle# them. _ 
e is ſaid of the Apoſtles of our Lord, 
| after himſelf was taken from amongſt 
Ttßßem, that they worſhipped him and re- 
3 turned to Jeruſalem with great joy; 
1 and they were Jiaravros continually, or 
always in the temple, praiſing and bleſ- 
23 ſing God a. As much as to ſay, at all 
thoſe ſeaſons when the Jews were wont 
to repair thither to this purpoſe. In 
like manner ſaid our Saviour of him- 
ſelf: b I ever taught in the ſynagogue, 
BH and the temple, whither the Jews always 
' i reſort ; meaning, at all their ſet times 
of prayer. And ſo the Apoſile to the 
Hebrews e feſtiſies of the Jewiſh prieſts, 
that they went always into the taberna-

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cle, accompliſhing the ſervice of God, 


i. e. at all the ſolemn times appointed 


them. And I cannot apprehend, how we 


can be ſaid to pray always, or inceſſantly, 


if we needlefly abſent ourſelves from this 


duty; and beſides the addreſſes made to 


God at home, don't take all opportunities 


we reaſonably can, of attending upon 
him in the publick congregations. Where- 


 foever God grants peculiar advantages of 
ſerving and honouring him, we ought to 
believe that he looks for an anſwerable _ 


improvement of them ; and that theſe, who 


enjoy them, ſhould do ſomewhat more 
than others, who partake not of the like 
happineſs. At leaſt,” I am ſure, to be 
very punctually obſervant of our times of 
publick worſhip, would be a ſingular means 


of intitling us to God's favour, and 


bringing down his bleſſing upon us. Where 


two or three are gathered together in 


my name, /ays our Saviour a, there am 
1 in the midſt of them. Hereby in- 
forming us, that Almighty God, who is 
ever ready to hear the ſingle prayers

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of devout and holy ſouls, is more eſpecially 
attentrve to ſuch, as come from a whole 
body of ſupphcants. And accordingly theſe 
petitions the antient Chriſtians believed 


fo highly prevalent, that they needed not 


doubt of bis favour and bleſſing, when 


| they came thus to beleagre heaven with 
the united force of a whole congregation. 
Coimus in cœtum & congregationem, 
Jays Tertullian 2; We aſſemble and meet 


by troops, we may the more powerfully 
ſue ro him for his favour, this being a 
fort of violence, that is very pleaſing and 


Cyprian b 7Zeaches, Quicquid petitur a 
cunctis, Deum pacis pacificis exhibere; 


that the God of peace will deny nothing 


to the peacemakers, &c. provided it be 


asd by all in a general aſſembly. And 


again e, If two agreeing together can do 
ſo much, what might an agreement be- 
twixt all produce ? If all the brethren 
had united in that peace, which our 


Lord had given, they had before this

together, that approaching God as it were 
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obtained of the mercy of God, that which 
they had asked, and had not been fo long 
toſſed about with the hazard of their ſafe - 
ty and faith. For many even of the leaſt, 
ſays St. Ambroſe 2, wwhen-gathered -toge= 
ther with one conſent, are made great, 
and it is impoſſible, that the prayers of 
many ſhould not ſucceed. As Origen bd, 

alſo diſcourfing of the place of prayer, con- 
ceives, that when men rightly aſſemble 
themſelves, there is a double cregregation 
of petitioners, namely, the Perſons thus met 
together, and their angels, whom. we ſup- 
poſe to attend ſuch afſemblies, and to back 
and preſs their ſuptlications. But in this 
all agree, that if we can hope to pleaſe 
God, and procure bis bleſſing, when <ve 
pray to him more privately, much rather 
may we, when we duly join with. the con- 
gregation. And before all theſe St. Igna- 
tius © argues thus, If the prayer of one 
or two be of ſuch efficacy, how much 
more that of the Biſhops, and whole 
Clergy?

So that all I have farther to add, is

The INTRODUCTION; 


Being a perſuaſive to frequent Communion, 
From the great fin and danger of neglect- 
ing the holy ordination. 


| I is no wonder, that men, who 
l are not ſerious in the buſineſs of 
religion, and who frequent the 
Church only in compliance with 

i the faſhion of the world, and in 
obedience to an eſtabliſh'd cuſtom, ſhould 
neglect one of the greateſt advantages of the 
Chriſtian life, the frequent receiving the holy 
ſacrament of Chriſt's body and blood; but that

ſtians, otherwiſe very devout, and not law- 


fully hinder'd, who have the fear of God be- 
fore their eyes, and who aim at pleaſing him 
in all their actions, ſhould ever turn their 


backs upon his holy fable; and, when invited 
to commemorate the meritorious ſacrifice of the 


death of Chriſt, ſhould refuſe to give ſuch an 
eeaſy inſtance of a thankful heart, is matter 


of the greateſt aſtoniſnment: becauſe they, 


thereby, neglect the moſt effectual means of 


grace, and overlook the beſt method of at- 


taining what they ſincerely purpoſe and deſire. 


This bad conduct can proceed from no- 


thing but the want of a true ſenſe of the 
indiſpenſable neceſſity of performing this 
duty, and the heinous guilt of neglecting it. 


Their minds are filled with lively apprehen- 


ſions of the great danger of being unworthy 
con. municants; but they never ſuffer their 
thoughts to dwell on tue great hazard they _ 
run, the abominable guilt they incur, in ne- 


glecting to obey ſo important a command of 


their Saviour, They are afraid, leſt they 


ſhould receive unworthily, and fo eat and 
drink damnation to themſelves : and therefore 


they chuſe, not to receive at all, imagining, 
that they have by that means eſcaped all dan- 


ger, and are entirely innocent. To correct 
this dangerous error, I think it neceſſary, to 
ſet before them a true repreſentation of this 


ſin, with all its aggravations and ill -conſe. 


quences 
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and horrible a thing it is, to abſent themſelves 
wilfully from this heavenly banquet. 
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quences ; that they may ſee, how dreadful 


Firſt then, it is deſpiſing a poſitive com- 


mand of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, the Author 
of our religion: for that our Saviour has 
made it the duty of all Chriſtians, to frequent 


this commemorative ſacrifice, is plain, from the 


hiſtory of the inſtitution ; in the cloſe of 


which, our Saviour adds, Do this in remem- 
brance of me : by which, as the holy Apoſtles 
were oblig'd to bleſs, and break, and give the 


1 bread, and diſtribute the wine, to all that 
joined with them in this holy ſervice; ſo were 
all Chriſtians hereby engaged to receive from 


them, and their ſucceſſors, thoſe ſymbols of 


Cbriſt's body and blood. By this precept the 
communion of Chriſt's body and blood, as 


repreſented by bread and wine in the holy 
ſacrament, is made the ſtanding memorial 
of his death and ſufferiags, in all Chriſtian 


aſſemblies, to the end of the world. They 


therefore, who never come to this holy com- 


munion, deſpiſe this poſitive command of 
their Redeemer; his laſt dying command, 


when he was about to lay down his life for 


| our ſakes; which therefore ought to have 


been received with the greateſt reſpect, and 


- obeyed with the moſt religious veneration. 


| Secondly, they neglect that part of the 


| divine worſhip, by which Chriſtians are in a 
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peculiar manner diſtinguiſh'd from men of all 
other religions. The Heathens and Mabome- 
tans offer up prayers and praiſes to God; by 
the light of nature they apply themſelves to 
Infinite power, for their relief; and return 
their thanks to infinite goodneſs, as the 
ſource, whence they receive all their bleſſings. 
The Fews, by laying beaſts, and burning In- 
cenſe, invocated God, and praiſed and bleſ- 
ſed him for thoſe mercies, of which they were 
133 But Chriſtians only ſet before God 

read and wine in the Euchariſt, as figures of 
the precious blood and body of Chriſt ; and 
therefore we can never be ſo properly ſaid to 

worſhip as Chriſtians, as when we join in 
thoſe ſacred myſteries, which Chriſt has made 
peculiar to his own religion. And it cannot 
be imagin'd, that this ſervice, which was or- 
dained as the peculiar ſervice of Chriſtians, 
to diſtinguiſh them from all other worſhippers 
of the Deity ; and as the principal act, where- 
by w2 partake of the ſacrifice of Chrift, made 
upon the croſs, and without which our pub- 
lick ſervice wants its due perfection: it cannot, 
I ſay, be imagined, that it ſhould be an in- 
different matter, whether we perform it or not: 
No; an habitual neglect of it is a kind of re- 
nouncing Chriſtianity ; a ſeparating from the 
communion of Chris Church, in that act, 
which is the peculiar characteriſtick of the 
worſhippers of the Cruciſied Jesvs, 


A third 
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A third aggravation of their guilt is, that 
they wilfully contemn and reject thoſe ineſti-

If therefore we deſire not to be found 


guilty, at the laſt day, of diſobedience to a 


poſitive command of Chriſt, and of the wil- 
ful contempt of his dying words, his laſt 
parting injunction; if we are at all concern- 


ed to proclaim to the world, that we are 
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really the diſciples of the Cruciſied JESUS
